The secretary-treasurer was in- 
structed to write a letter to the 
postmaster-general at Ottawa re- 
questing him to have the local 
post office. open to box-holders 
between the fours of .two and 
eight p.m. Sunday — afternoons. 
This step should be taken, one 
councillor pointed out, for the 
convenience of residents of La- 
combe and district. 

Repairing of Streets 

Councillor T, Wilks, chairman 
of the Public Works Committee 
reported that the repairing and 
patching of the main highway 
through .town was proceeding, 


and the results were satisfactory. 


He warned the council that with- 
in the course of the next two 
years at most, the highway from 
the furniture store corner down 
Barnett Ave. to Nanton St. and 
up to the corner upon which the 
new filling station is being built, 
would have to be torn up and re- 
surfaced... He declared this to be 
the fault of the engineers “who 
laid the present surface on the 
road. without properly preparing 
the base, 

Considerable discussion took 
place regarding the routing of 
heavy truck traffic through the 
old Edmonton Trail, to meet the 
present main highway north of 
the local school. It was pointed 
out that the-trail would have to 
be scarified and gravelled to ac- 
complish this re-routing and the 
matter was left in abeyance for 
the present,

Weather. Study 
Proves 1938 a 


Officials at the local experi- 
mental station keep close track 
on weather conditions and their 
effect on the crops growing in 
this district. Below is printed a 
report issued by the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Lacombe, 
dealing with the precipitation 
and its effect upon the crops in 
this district. 

“1938 will be remembered as a 
‘patchy’ crop year. In the areas 
of the poorest crops there are 
some comparatively good small 
districts, and in the districts of 
the best crops there are some 
poor crop areas. Most of the 
dried out areas, where little or 
no crop has been harvested for 
years will have a very fair crop 
with heavy crops in some of the 
usually driest districts. Over the 
West generally, 1938 will be re- 
corded as a bad hail year. The 
hail season is probably past but 
the next worry will be frost. 

“1938 will be only a fair crop 
year in the Lacombe district. 
Moisture is the greatest single 
factor in our crop production and 
from October 1, 1937, to August 
3, 1938, the precipitation was be- 
low the 30 year average for all 
but two months, and for the ten 
months was very light with a 
total of only 10.7 inches as com- 
pared with 8.5 inches in the 
month of June, 1915. During the 
four days on August 4 to 7 La- 
combe received the heaviest rain 
recorded in 31 years with a total 
of 3. 56 inches. This heavy rain 
will save a very critical condi- 
tion for late seeded barley and 
oats, and oats for greenfeed, but 
is too late to do much if any 
good to the wheat crop. Pastures 
are again turning green and fall 
pastures will be good. Cutting 
will be general this week on the 
early light crops with short 
straw and short heads. 

“The greatest need now is for 
dry, warm days to hasten growth 
and ripening in the later heavy 
crops, many of which are still 
quite green.

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A Definite Need 
HE drowning of a young Lacombe, girl at 


Gull Lake recently was one of the most tragic 
occurrences in this district in years. Some steps 
should be taken by the Gull Lake Village Council 
to guard against such fatalities at the summer re- 
sort.- It would be impossible for a lifeguard to 
efficiently patrol a length of beach such as that 
at Gull Lake. A whole squad of guards would be 
needed, and such a body would be prohibitive as 
to cost. 

It would be, though, well within the realms of 
reason to obtain a pulmotor, conveniently situated 
at some spot along the beach, to resuscitate 
drowning victims. Some person could be trained 
in the use of the life-saving machine and in first 
aid. It is conceivable that a pulmotor would have 
availed nothing in saving the life of the latest vic- 
tim at the Lake. There might come a time, how- 
ever, when a pulmotor, and a pulmotor only, will 
save a life. If the resuscitator was used only once 
in one summer, that once is sufficient reason. for 
its purchase. No pulmotor is available at Gull 
Lake at the present time—that is a lack that 
should be remedied. The purchase of a pulmotor 
is certainly a thought for consideration. 


Colonies not Always an Asset 
ERMANY’S appetite for colonies seems hard 
G to understand in the light of Great Britain’s 
experiences of even the last twelve months. Large 
forces of British colonial troops are busily en- 
gaged with the latest equipment in northern India, 
keeping the.wild Afghans from the north on their 
own side of their border, Meanwhile, within India 
itself, and in that same wild north-west section, 
British troops are searching, fighting and. skir- 
mishing with native troops under the leadership 


~of ftérce and* power thirsty Indtan princes: Mil-. 


lions. of dollars are being spent, by Great Britain 
in India to keep peacefulness in their vast east- 
ern possession. 

Palestine, too, has become a thorn in the side 
of the British Lion as Arabs and Jews fiercely 
contest the same ground. Strife-ridden by virtual 
guerilla warfare, troops from Britain are fight- 
ing desperately as policeman in a somewhat fu- 
tile endeavor to end hostilities. Royal Air Force 
planes are flying night and day, trying to dis- 
perse gathering factions before more blood is shed 
in the perpetuation of the most ancient fued in 
history—Arab versus Jew. 

Britain‘s plans for the re-partition of Palestine 
gather no support from either nationality. Both 
nations believe in their sole right to ownership 
of Palestine—and Britain as mediator and keeper- 
of-the-peace is experiencing a trying period. 

With all this trouble experienced by Great 
Britain in keeping peace within its colonies and 
mandates, Germany still insists on colonies for her 
people, In the light of this it might do well 
to give Germany its colonies—perhaps looking 
after them would keep Hitler out of mischief in 
Europe, 


A Precedent to Emulate 


HIS Spring the British Foreign Office and 

Secretary State Hull and his department 
officials of the United States were at loggerheads 
over the right of ownership of Canton and Ender- 
bury Islands in the middle of the Pacific Ocean, 
both governments claiming ownership of the 
lands, The economic worth of the islands is nil, 
but their strategic situation is believed to be valu- 
able in time of war. Sharp exchanges of notes 
took place between the two governments, as the 
governments of neither Britain nor the United 
States would back down on their claims. 

A working agreement, however, has been 
satisfactorily worked out; an agreement unique 
in the annals of world history, in that there is no 
known precedent. It has been agreed by both 
countries that a common regime will be set up on 
the islands; both countries will be at freedom to 
employ the islands for purposes connected with 
international aviation and communication. This 
is a revolutionary manner of settling international 


disputes. No friction, no threats, no armed force 
a straight and simple co-operative plan whereby 
both claimants may use the island with no moles- 
tation from the other party.

Co-operation is a word about which we hear a 
great deal these days. The dictionary meaning is 
given as “to operate together for a common ob- 
ject; to unite with one another or with others in 
carrying on a.co-operative store, society or the 
like.” This is very plain, and very simple. Co- 
operation, then is simply “to operate together for 
a common object,” and yet how many people neg- 
lect to do this very thing. 


This writer had an opportunity earlier this year 
of sitting in on the annual meetings of two large 
co-operative businesses in this district. One meet- 
ing was that of the Blindman Valley Co-operative 
Association held at Rimbey.’ The hall was com- 
fortably filled, and the members of the association 
were easily satisfied with the explanations of the 
officials who gave logical reasons for the slight 
drop in profits for the year. What a contrast 
from a meeting held a week or two earlier at Alix 
when members of the Central Alberta Dairy Pool 
met for their annual gathering, There the air was 
full of meaningless and petty criticisms; directors 
were abused and insulted by shippers who be- 
lieved their grievances were paramount in an or- 
ganization which is, or should be, bigger than any 
one individual. 

The contrast between these. two meetings was 
too great not to be noted by any members of both 
audiences. On one side was an organization oper- ° 
ating successfully; their members were satisfied 
because they were getting a fair return for their 
product, and had no grievances with the directors. 
On the other hand was a different story; the ship- 
pers were dissatisfied because they had been pro- 
mised something which should not have been pro- 
mised and which they had not received—and they 
insisted on getting it. (This article is not a tirade 
against any single person, or against any single 
group, but is a straight forward comment on the 
actions of the membership as a whole by one who 
is not a member of either organization.) 


Perhaps those who demanded the promised divi- 
dend had a fair claim, but to my mind, co-opera- 
tion should come first in the minds of the mem- 
bers to ensure the continued success of that pool. 
No co-operative can operate successfully if its 
members are concerned only with personal gain. 
Co-operatives are like marriages—you must give 
and take, and when you refuse to give, it will 
not he long before you have nothing to take. It 
“seems too bad that ‘co-operatives are dependent 
solely on the monetary returns which they give to 
their members; although the monetary gain is 
generally the reason for the formation of any co- 
operative, yet one bad financial year should not 
mean blue ruin for the organization. 


How many farmers of this district have seen 
various pools start up, run successfully, and then 
lose out? Why? As long as everything ran along 
smoothly, the members spoke enthusiastically of 
that particular pool, membership grew, and every- 
one began to sit back and take only and give 
nothing. As soon as this happened the organiza- 
tion lost. Let us- get behind our local co-opera- 
tives and give them all we can so that they will 
not degenerate from the high ideals upon which 
they were founded. 

Everything that is worth having in this world. 
comes hard—the harder the knocks, the happier is 
the ending. Although nothing succeeds like suc- 
cess, success to any co-operative organization 
comes only through hard work and perseverance, 
and possibly above all, Faith in the co-operative.

The disper- 
sion of this fine herd of cattle will be a distinct 
loss to the province as much as a gain to buyers.

Average Crop Expected 
In Western Canada 


The latest crop report issued# 


by the bank of Montreal is opti- 
mistic for the harvest of grain 


in Western Canada. The report 
follows: 
General — Harvesting is now 


fairly general in the Prairie 
Provinces, with rapid progress 
being made in Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and southern Alberta. 


, Wet weather in many districts 


has temporarily delayed cutting 
but the moisture has been benefi- 
cial to late crops and pastures. In 
central Alberta warm weather is 
needed to hasten the ripening of 
crops. The effects of rust in 
Manitoba and Eastern Saskatche- 
wan are becoming evident as 
harvesting progresses, and the 
yields and grades of susceptible 
varieties of wheat will pre- 


' ciably reduced. Grasshoppefs are 


damaging standing crops in parts 
of Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 

Alberta— Conditions generally 
are satisfactory, except in north- 
western and southeastern dis- 
tricts. Cutting, which had com- 
menced in most districts, will be 
delayed for a few days by recent 
rains. The moisture will, how- 
ever, prove beneficial to late 
sown grains. Further hail dam- 
age has occurred in scattered 
areas in the south-central dis- 
trict. A good average crop of all 
grains is anticipated. 

Saskatchewan — Wheat cutting 
has become general and indica- 
tions are that there will be a 
wide variation of yields. In the 
southeastern, south-central and 
east-central districts rust has 
shown further development on 
susceptible varieties of wheat, 
and outturns will be seriously re- 
duced in the affected areas. 
Grasshoppers are damaging the 
crops in the southern and central 
regions. Pastures generally are 
satisfactory. 

Manitoba — While harvesting 
operations have been delayed hy 
wet weather, cutting is well ad- 
vanced and some threshing has 
been done. While the best stands 
of wheat are in the northwestern 
area, good average crops are 
now being harvested generatly 
throughout the province, though 
rust, which is heavy on suscep- 
tible varieties, will reduce yields. 
Pastures are in good condition, 
and hay yields in the northwest- 
ern district have been heavy. 


CHAOS IN OIL INDUSTRY 
AVOIDED BY PRORATION 

The practice of proration in 
Turner Valley oil fields has been 
widely discussed, perhaps fre- 
quently by those who do not 
know just what it means. 

Proration is simply sharing the 
available market for oi] among 
the producers. : 

For example, suppose there 
were an oil field w 10 wells, 
eapable of producing 8,000 bar- 
rels a day. Given a market for 
all of it, there would be no dif- 
ficulty. But assume that the mar- 
ket available from this field is 
only 4,000 barrels a day. Under 
proration, each would be allowed 
to produce only half as much as 
it could produce if it were run- 
ning wide 

Proration is desirable not alone 
in the ileraet of the market. It 
is of great benefit to the con- 
sumer. 

Potential production and mar- 
ketable production are two dif- 
ferent things. In this is found 
the underlying reason for pro- 
ration,
